Juan Bautista Mission music books, 
which have not been performed 
since the death of Father Estevan 
Tapis, considered the peer of early 
California musicians. 

The choir will perform wearing 
colorful robes and will sing from 
the sanctuary of the old mission 
church, where Father Estevan Ta- 
pis lies buried. Father Tapis died 
in 1825, and according to mission

Nava, Kyle Star In 19-6 Rout 


Halfback Paul Nava snared two touchdown passes, one 
from quarterback Chuck Filice and the other from fullback 
Tom Kyle, as he paced the Hartnell Panthers to a 19-6 vic- 
tory over the Monterey Lobos at the Salinas stadium on 
Thanksgiving Day. 


Bob Fierro started the scoring parade for the Panthers 


when he hit pay dirt with eight 
minutes having elapsed in ‘the first 
quarter. The speedy halfback 
scored on a quick opener over right 
guard from one yard out. Hartnell 
had moved downfield 53 yards be- 
fore the TD. 

After the ball had exchanged 
hands twice, Hartnell notched its 
second touchdown. It took only 
two plays to go 56 yards. Kyle hit 
for two and then Filice tossed to 
Nava in the left flat. 


The Panther scatback leaped 
high in the air to make a one hand 
grab of Filice’s aerial. Running be- 
hind four blockers, Nava went into 
the .Monterey end zone untouched. 


With two minutes gone inthe 
second period, the Lobos added 
their lone touchdown to the score- 
board. Commencing on their own 
20, Monterey marched to the 37 be- 
fore fullback John Lewis ‘slanted 
off left tackle to go 63 yards to 


second half. Starting on their own 
38, the Panthers took seven plays 
to get to the Monterey 21. Then 
quarterback Takeo Hirahara 
pitched out to Kyle. The big full- 
back started to run around the 
right end.
